The Swedes and the Norwegians 
say that Eric the Red discovered 
America about 1000 years before Co- 
lumbus was born. But they can’t 
rob him of this great hunch. His 
last voyage was made for the defin- 
ite purpose of planning «a canal 
through Nicaragua. 

Christopher's grand idea blew up; 
and so did Christopher. 

Philip II of Spain in 1551—Sam- 
uel de Champlain in the sixteenth 
century, Admiral Lord Nelson and 
many others struggled with this 
problem. Louis Phillippe of France, 
while a prisoner at Ham, made ex- 
tensive preparations; but got out of 
jail and forgot all about it. 

EARLY SCHEMES 


The United States has been talk- 
ing about it for generations. 

An early day inventor—Capt. Eads 
~—had a plan for dragging ships from 
the coast to Lake Nicaragua on giant 
skids. 

Henry Clay got as far as an “un- 
derstanding”. with Great Britain. 

Commodore Vanderbilt had a eur- 
vey made. 

In 1867, the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment gave the United States an ex- 


canal. 
Gen. Grant had another whack at 
it in 1872. 

A Cuban engineer named Menocal 
twice arranged to build with Ameri- 
Can capital; but the project fell 
through. 

Work actually began under his 
plan; but the panic of 1893 made it 
impossible for the United States to 
give it the necessary support. How- 
ever, a giant breakwater was con- 
structed at Graytown; twenty miles 
of the route were cleared and eleven 
miles of railroad laid. 

Menocal figured that the canal 
would cost about $100,000,000. By 
the time the project got to President 
Harding, the cost had grown to

A treaty was put through, how- 
ever, looking toward the building of 
the canal. The treaty was started 
under Taft; finished by Bryan. On 
the payment of $3,000,000 gold, the 
United States obtained the right in 
perpetuity to construct a canal across 
Nicaragua at any time. Also, to ade- 
quately protect the canal, the Unit- 
ed States got a lease of ninety-nine 
yeers on two Atlantic-side islands— 
the Great Corn and the Little Corn.

ROME, Feb. 18. (#);—Premier Mus- 
solint has decided to pursue vigorous~- 
ly a cleaning-up process in Sardinia 
now that Sicily has been chastened 
by recent anti-Mafia prosecutions and 
convictions. 

The decision was announced today 
to offers of the Carabinieri force and 
appears to have been the outcome of 
the Premier's intensive study of crime 
statistics for both those islands. 

The latest oficial figures, those of 
1924, show that in that year the 
number of crimes per 100,000 inhabi- 
tants was only 1523 in Sicily. while 
Sardinia’s rate was 3172. Sicily led 
Sardinia in murders, 24.1 per 100,000 
to 16.2, but the smaller sister isle 
quite outdid her in thefts, the rate 
being 914 per 100,000 for Sardinia to 
353 for Sicily. The crown prosecu- 
tors got 45,897 convictions in Sicily 
in 1924 and a total of 16,946 for Sar- 
dinia, the latter figure being com- 
mensurate in view of the smaller 
population.

Savants Show Why 


Accurate Than Suspected 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18. (#)-—The 
whaler’s old cry, “Thar she blows!"

Dry Agents Get 
Sanction to Raid 
Sans Warrants 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18. ()—While 
believing that in the future prohi- 
bition agents will make their raids 
under the prohibition lew, armed 
with the necessary search warrants, 
Assistant Secretary Lowman has 
pointed out that arreste under the 
old Internal Revenue Act may be 
made without warrants. 

A new drive soon is to be made 
against liquor law violators, and so 
long as the Revenue Act is on the 
statute books, Lowman says, his 
agents may use their own discretion 
in adopting the law most applicable 
to each individual case. He added 
that all agents have been warned, 
however, to treat courteously per- 
sons they encounter in making the 
raids. 

Mr. Lowman pointed out that re- 
cent raids in Chicago on some 
establishments, resulting In the pad- 
locking of some of them, were con- 
ducted under the old Revenue Act, 
as was the raid on the Helen Mor- 
gan Club in New York. In that raid 
the agents seized the club's fixtures, 
end Mr. Lowman declared such seiz- 
ures are within the law, the courts 
being called on to determine whether 
the property shall be sold or returned 
to the defendants.

This statement is Confirmed by one of 
them, Dr. Thothas Hunt Morgan, former 
president of the National Academy of Sci- 
ence, who will take up his duties next fall 
in the chair of biology. Dr. Morgan says 
the institute has combined the advantages 
of both the great universities and of the 
isolated research institutions and avoided 
their disadvantages, and that the result is 
a happy union found nowhere else. 

“Research is handicapped in the univer- 
Gities,” said Dr. Morgan, “by the necessity 
of giving instruction to large numbers of 
students, who are often inadequately pre- 
pared. On the other hand, universities 
have @ great asset in that they keep in 
touch with the oncoming generation, and if 
science is not going to stagnate the torch 
‘must be carried on by the young people 
themselves. The research institutions have 
the advantage of earefully selected groups 
of men, but they are handicapped, I think. 
by losing touch with the younger men who 
are going to carry on the scientific work of 
the future. The men connected with the 
California Institute have all the freedom 
and opportunities furnished by the more 
isolated research institutions, and you have, 
by limiting the number of students and 
carefully selecting those that are admitted, 
solved the difficulties which the larger uni- 
vyersities have to face. What has already 
been accomplished is a token of what such 
ideals may hope to accomplish.” . 

When Dr. Millikan first came to Southern 
California, he was told by a prominent edu- 
cator that this region was “off the map” 
that coming here would end his scien- 
tific career. Dr. Millikan amended the

ceeded by $56,145,638 the 1926 export of 
$4,508,660,235, and constituted also a heavy 
balance of trade in favor of the United 
States, amounting to $680,427,591. Foreign 
imports fell off sharply, dropping from 
$4,420,888,366 recorded in 1926 to $4,184, 
378,182—a decrease of $246,510,184. 

Debtor nations are attempting to pay 
the United States a total of nearly $1,000,- 
000,000 a year. In 1927 the foreign debt to 
American interests was increased through 
commerce to an amount represented by the 
balance of trade item-—-$680,427,591. Only a 
smell part of the war debt payments can 
be made in gold and so the imports should 
have exceeded the exports by something 
like $1,250,000,000, instead of falling short 
of American exports by $680,427,591. 

This economic discrepancy is offset in a 
measure for the time by American loans 
to foreign countries at the rate of more 
than $1,000,000,000 a year, but this system 
of loaning more money in order to keep a 
customer afloat must have an end or a turn 
somewhere in the near future. It is appar- 
ent that in ten years’ time the $20,000,000,- 
000 owed the United States by foreign 
countries may be increased to $46,000,000,000 
under the current method of financing war 
‘debts and American credits. Truly, the 
United States is now financing the world, 
both in respect to the billions owed for the 
costly war of 1914-18 and to new billions 
owed in the unequal exchange of merchan- 
dise. Europe must find raw goods that the 
United States greatly needs or this country 
will soon find itself in possession of ell 
the world’s gold so that foreign buyers wil) 
have neither gold nor credit with which to 
pay for American goods.

In 1927, the late Henry E. Hunt- 
ington established the Arabella D. 
Huntington Memorial, which is ex- 
hibited in four rooms in the west wink 
of the famous library at San Marino, 
end consists of Italian and Fiemish 


paintings of the Afteenth and six- 
teenth centuries, French sculpture, 
Sevres porcelain and a general col- 
lection of furniture and other objects 
of art, largety of the French period of 
the eighteenth century. 

Previously, a collection of Italian 


added came mainly from the Gould, 
Morgan and Rothschild collections; 
the whole constituting the Arabella 
D. Huntington Memorial, now being 
open to the public in accordance 
with the rules of the Huntington Art 
Gallery and Library. 

The determination of Henry £. 
Huntington to gather about him, re- 
gardiess of expense, the foremost 
collection of eighteenth-century En- 
glis) portraits in the world, the au- 
dacions buying of Sir Joseph Duveen, 
which made possible the assembling 
of more than forty examples of this 
schoo] in the Huntington residence, 
has naturally received so much press 
attention that the pictures in the 
Italian Renaissance of the me- 
morial have been completely over- 
ehadowed. 

Nevertheless, many who go express- 
Jy to see the English portraite find 
themseives lingéring in this Italian 

' yoom, entranced by works of a quali- 
ty not to be found elsewhere in Cali- 
fornia. Marvelous pieces of work, 
those rhetorical English portraits, yet 
—perhaps from their necessity to flat- 
ter—singularly lacking im the solid 
tnatter of art. 

Enter, then, the Italian room—at 
this time I shall not attempt to write 
of the other galleries nor even to 
touch upon the bronzes—and almost 
immediately you find yourself in the 
presence of a masterpiece, a “Ma- 
donna and Child,” by Roger Van der 
Weyden (1399-1464.) 

This picture worthily represents to 
us in California the ripest art period 
of Northern Eurcpe, and reminds us 
that the Flemish “primitives” found 
at this time a pattern that could 
combine the warring elements of re- 
Higous pietism and extreme realism. 
To call such painters “primitives” is 
Obviously absurd. At no time has 
there been greater technical mastery 
of the manipul tion of paint than 
whea these men first worked with 
the new oll medium. Indeed, one of 
the beneficent by-products of the 
modern movement im painting Is 4 
growing desire on the part of paint- 
ers for a like technical expertness. 

But it is not the technique of th 
picture that holds us and makes it 
the supreme work in this collection, 
but the beautiful forms that group 
themselves along the living impulse.

A FLORENTINE CONTRAST 

In immediate contrast to this Ma- 
dopna is “The Madonna and the 
Child With St. John,” by the Flor- 
entine master of the Castello Nativ- 
ity, a late fifteenth-century painter 
who takes this temporary designation 
from a “Nativity” in the Royal Villa 
of Castello, near Florence. Again we 
are confronted by a masterpiece, a 
painting that typifies the sweetness 
and gentleness of Florentine paint- 
ing where it was not disturbed by 
more troubled spirits. It is not, 
like the Flemish Madonna, rich with 
undertones of psychological insicht, 
nor is there in its much lighter and | 
brighter coloring, the restrained sen- 
suality of the northerner. 
Against a composition of half- 
ruined houses on a hillside, a ten- 
der and ideal Madonna kneels over 
her babe, while the child St. John 
attends. The blue of the cloak, the 
light red of the dress and the yellow 
cloak lining are fresh and lovely. 
The long lines are tle, fra- 
gile, with a hint of later Botticellian 
morbidezza.

Those facts are shown in a survey 
of the almond-raising industry of 
this. State, just completed for the 
Interstate Mortgage and Investment 
Company.

Question: Is it necessary to secure 
&@ permit to raise my garage eighteen 
inches higher above the ground? If 


}so, where may such a permit be se- 
cured? 


Answer: Any construction or al- 


tli a permit to se do has been ob- 
tained from the Department of 
Buliding and Safety of-the city im 
which the work is located. In the 
city of Los Angeles, if the proposed 
work is estimated to cost hetween 
$20 and $75, the fee to be paid the 
building department for the permit 


is $1. 


Q@.: Very thin “hair-line” cracks 
have appeared on the walls of the 
kitchen and bathroom in my resi- 
dence. The walls enameled 
about two years ago. What steps 


should be taken to fill in or cover 


these cracks? 

A.: Wf the cracks are as thin as

Foreign sales were revealed as the 
principal cause of the tremendous 
production climb and wide margin 
of profits shown by the automotive 
rubber-goods industry last year in a 
report compiled and released yester- 
day by the Dayton Rubber Manufac- 
turing y. of Dayton, oO. 
through its Pacific Coast sales man- 
ager, Joe P. Schiller. 

The lsetgest increase was in the 
item of automobile exports, 
which rose 76 per cent in volume and 
47 per cent in value compared with 
figures for 1926. An advance of 26

ditions. Consequently, there is much need- 
less expenditure for certain fertilizers, 
while other fertilizers which are really 
needed, net receive their full ap- 
plication. Facts about citrus fertilization, 
presented by -Warren R. Schoonover, 
citrus extension specialist of the Universi- 
ty, and L. T. Sharp, manager of the Soil 
Laboratory of the Santa Paula Citrus Grow- 
ers’ Association, at a recent series of meet- 
ings of Ventura county citrus growers, pre- 
sent eo clear a picture that a summary of 
tes will be of value to orchardists general- 
y. 

There is a tendency in California said the 
two experts to base fertilization practices on 
the experiences of citrus growers, and other 
fruit groWefs, in other parts of the world. 
Conditions in California are so different 
from those in Florida and other humid re- 
gions, however, that we cannot. accept the 
results secured there, California is essen- 
tially an arid country, while Florida is hu- 
mia. -Due to centuries of accummulated or- 
ganic matter in Florida, and other humid re- 
gions, soils have become acid soils. California 
soils, on the other hand, afe alkaline. These 
two differences produce entirely variant re 
sults with the application of fertilizers. 

California soils, with the exception of the 
peat and sand types, contain zeolites (alum- 
inum silicate,) which contain sub- 
stances as calcium, sodium and potassium. 
The application of potassium sulfate to a 
California soil has a definite reaction with 
these zeolites, with. the result that the po- 
tassium exchanges places with the calcium, 
releasing the latter as calcium sulfate, or 
gypsum, and the potassium becomes fixed 
with the zeolite in an insoluble form. Wa- 
ter soluble pofhssium, applied as potassium 
sulfate, therefore, changes to an insoluble 
material and is unavailable to plants as 
plant food. Experiments by the Division of 
Plant Nutrition and at the Citrus Experi- 


ment station, have shown conclusively that , 


this is a fact, and potassium compounds nev- 
er penetrate below the upper three or four. 
inches of soil. Expenditures on potassium 
fertilizers, under California conditions, 
therefore, represent money thrown away. 
Phosphorus compounds react much in the 
same way as potassium compounds. They. 
become fixed very shortly after being ap- 
plied, and are not available as plant foods. 
How. then, do plants secure potash and 
phosphorus compounds from the soil? When 
bulky organic matter, such as manures, 
bean straw, alfalfa hay, or cover crops, are 


workec into the soil, bacteria break these

dowr and release carbon dioxide gas, This 
carbon dioxide is dissolved in the water in 
the soil, and a weak acid is formed. It so 
happens that the zeolite containing potas- 
sium has a greater attraction for the hydro- 
gen contained in the acid than it has for its 
potassium. The ssium is, therefore, re- 
leased in a soluble form, available as plant 
food. Phosphorus is released in a similar 
manner 


The application of organic matter in the 
form of bulky material should, therefore, 
constitute the basis of our fertilization. It 
renders available the essential plant foods 
contained in the soil, and also adds nitro 
gen, which is the one plant food that is de- 
ficient in our California soils. 


Although there are no definite data as to 
the quantity of organic matter required to 
maintain the fertility of an average citrus 
soil, yet experience has shown that ten tons 
of average barnyard manure, or its equiva- 
lent in other materials, will accomplish 
this. This might be reduced by the growing 
of winter cover crop. A cover crop will 
preduce the equivalent of three to five tons 
of manure. | 
Ten tons of manure will not provide all 
the nitrogen that is needed. Some growers, 
therefore, apply more manure to make u 
this shortage in nitrogen. That is a need- 
less expense, as the nitrogen can be secured 
more cheaply in other forms. * Nitrogen in 
manure costs about 25 cents per pound, Dur- 
ing the process of changing the nitrogen to 
nitrates by the bacteria, about 40 per cent 
of it is lost. Therefore, the actual nitrogen 
available to the trees costs 40 to 50 cents 
per pound, That is too expensive, and the 
grower might better purchase other mate- 
rials which cost 14 to 17 cents per pound of 
nitrogen. 

Normal bearing trees require two to 
three pounds of nitrogen. The ‘customary 
practice is to apply half of this as bulky or- 
ganic material, and the remainder in quick- 
ly available forms.

The average application of ammon- 
jum sulfate will produce about 800 pounds 
of gypsum. However, where this danger 
does not exist, ammonium sulfate is consid- 
ered a good nitrogen fertilizer.

In the process of 
hanging to nitrates, about 15 per cent of 
ritrogen is lost.

Plenty of Winter Work

In general practice, the grower re- 
moves broken and dead branches and 
suckers. He aims to keep the trees with- 
in bounds for height, to keep the centers 
fairly open, and to cut low branches so 
that they will not catch in the disk ew let 
fruit hang on the ground. But when it 
comes to the question of severity of 
pruning, thinning out and cutting back he 
finds a wide divergenée of opinion. Usu- 
ally he will be advised to follow the _ so- 
called modified system of long pruning 
but this does not always mean the same 


thing when referred: to by. different author- | 


ities. 

Where there is an abundance of avail- 
able plant food and moisture in the or- 
chard under consideration, the Caldwell 
system of tieing down trees has produced 
excellent results. By this system many of 
the branches. which would ordinarily be 
pruned off are conserved and tied down to 
form a portion of the tree. By this system, 
the upright tendency of growth which is 
natural to the pear is modified and a more 
spreading and lower-centered tree is de- 
veloped. Branches should be tiled out ra- 
diating from the center like spokes in a 


ter of the tree from one side to the other. 
When it comes to pruning, each tree is a 
problem in itself and should receive spec- 
jal treatment, depending upon its condi- 
tion. Trees having a superabundance of 
iruiting wood and fruit buds require thin- 
ning out of branches to stimulate the pro- 
duction of more new growth and to per- 
mit the fruit to size up,.

“Optometrists have made a deep study 
of the causes and the correction of ‘cross- 
eyes.’ Many wonderful instruments have 
been designed to assist in the training of 
the muscles of the eyes. Methods have 
been devised of applying lenses so that 
images focus properly on the retina, also 
methods of exciting the desire to fuse in 
those cases where fusion had never been 
accomplished. These are some of the 
things modern optometry is practicing and 
using every day, without the aid of drugs 
or surgery. 

“‘Cross-eyes’ can be corrected without 
operations or drugs, especially if the pa- 
tient is not too old. 

“A recent invention of Dr. Harry Fuog, 
professor of optics at the Los Angeles 
School of Optometry, is one of the marvels 
of the age. Optometrists using it have 
claimed cures of ‘cross-eyes’ and lack of 
ability to fuse in cases of fifty years’ stand- 
ing. This instrument, called the myocula- 
tor, as well as other Instruments used in 
the refraction, in the training and in the 
strengthening of the eyes when used by 
optometrists, will be discussed tn another 
article.” 


Ultra-Violet 

The value of the sun's rays in the house- 
hold is being frequently mentioned in all 
literature as all-important to the welfare 
of its inhabitants. Science ig at last solv- 
ing the problem of furnishing glass which 
will permit the precious ultra-violet rays 
of sunlight to enter the household. 

When our homes are equipped with this 
glass we can take a sun bath, get the bene- 
fit of a good portion of the sun's rays and 
yet keep the windows closed. 

The following brief article, excerpted 
from Nature’s Path, a drugless health mag- 
azine, gives some of the technical aspects 
of the penetration of ultra-violet rays 
through this glass. 

“A score or more of American hospitals, 
sanatoria and schools have taken advantage 
of the opportunity for harnessing the nat- 
ural ultra-violet rays of sunshine by means 
of vita glass, the English window glass per- 
feeted by Prof. F. E. Lamplough, M. A., 
Cambridge. The capacity of vita glass for 
transmitting the small band of the sun's 
invisible rays in which its health values 
are contained has bedn proven through 
controlled experience in the last two years 
in England end by tests made by the Bu-: 
reau of Standards in Washington. 

“These tests prove that the English glass 
| trenemmite solar light to the farthest limits 
of the sun’s spectrum, the 2900 Angstroem 
units. It has been established that, in the 
solar spectrum, the vital rays with definite 
biological and therapeutic values are those 
that Hie between 3150 and 2910 wave 
lengths A. U. The same tests indicate 
graphically that ordinary window glass is 
opaque to rays of 3100 A. U. or below, 
thereby excluding from the interior of any 
building that is giazed with ordinary glass 
the benefits of the sun's vita! rays.”

Breaking the Fast 
There is a definite technique of the fast 
which those who take ft should know. 

In previous articles I have outlined the 
conditions under which a fast is indicated, 
the starting of a fast—enemas, water, etc., 
as adjuncts to it. 

The breaking of a fast, however, is some- 
thing that is often done unwisely and with 
injurious consequences. | 

If one has been on an- absolute fast, that 
is, nothing Dut water, great care should be 
taken to adapt the stomach te receive food 
without any of the disastrous reactions 
such as vomiting, retching, etc. 

We should bear in mind that the stoffiach 
glands have not secreted for a considerable 
length of time—the duration of the fast. 
Also, during the fast, large quantities of 
mucus, haa and other decomposed ma- 
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terials have been discharged from the in- 
ternal cells to the stomach lining. 

The readaptation of the stomach to di- 
gestion should be gradual and easy. 

Never break a fast with a big meal no 
matter what it is, fluid or solid. 

Never break a fast when the psychologi- 
cal conditions are unfavorable, such as 


great fear or strong emotions of any kind. 


As a rule, it is better to start with liquids 
—milk, vegetable broth or fruit juices. 
These are most favorable for this purpose. 
All of these, however, should never be 
taken “straight.” Frequently the stomach 
is intolerant to a food merely because of 
its concentration. Hence, it would be bet- 
ter to start with diluted liquids, say, one- 
fifth fruit juice and four-fifths water, or one- 
fifth milk and four-fifths water. Then two 
| ours later, make it two-fifths of the food 
pe three-fifths water, thus taking at least 
one day to allow for adaptation. 

A fast of more than one week should 
take at least thirty-six hours to break prop- 
erly before one should again consume solid 
food. Even then it would be wise, for the 
entuing forty-eight hours, to take a small 
quantity frequently rather than the three 
full “squares.” 


If these general principles were better 
understood, the good results of the periodic 


fast would be more apparent. ° 


Eczema, Milk and Cereals 
The colossally stupid theory which 


| preaches the idea that we must get as much 


concentrated foods into our children as we 
can possibly get them to consume is re- 
sponsible for the overfeeding of milk and 
cereals. | 

Now understand me. I am not against 
the feeding of milk or cereals to children. 
In my own work I prescribe both of these 
items but in reasonable quantity. 

Far too many mothers have an idea that 
cereals and milk are more essential to chil- 
dren than any other food. They are essen- 
tial but not to the exclusion of the more 
wholesome fruits and vegetables. 

So many. thousands of children would 
not have eczema if the cereal were, at 
least, unrefined, natural, unprocessed, or if 
the milk were untouched in any way by the 
dairy. 

When a child gets refined, predigested, 
concentrated whole starch cereals twice per 
day, and in addition, gets breadstuffs, bis- 
cuits, muffins, hot cakes, waffles, etc., also 
two quarts of milk per day, plus eggs, plus 
cheese, plus butter, and then has his regu- 
laf meals, the surprising thing is that the 
child suffers only from eczema! 

I have seen hundreds of children with 


A.| eczema and I don’t know of one case where 


this dietetic criticism was not applicable. 
The “proof of the pudding” lay in the fact 
that when the overfeeding of cereals and 


milk was discontinued, the eczema in- 
WE variably cleared up. 


Mothers who have eczematous children 


should learn this leason. 


Then when you go back to cereal feeding, 
give your child as square a deal as you 
would your chickens or rabbits. Give him 
the whole-grained cereals, unprocessed and 
unchanged. 

If you cannot get them at your grocer’s, 
you can get them at any health food store 
in the city. There are dozens of such 
health food stores.

In others it comes 
with high blood pressure and an abnormal 
blood count. | 

Again, cold extremities will be found in| 
those who undergo a periodic fast, in those | 
who discontinue stimulating beverages and 
flesh foods and in those who are suffering | 
from any of the wasting diseases such as | 
tuberculosis, pernicious anemia, etc. | 

“Cold extremities” is not a disease in it- 
self. It is a symptom of disease or a symp-| 
tom of other’ subnormal functioning of the | 
body.

When one changes from the typical soup- | 
meat-potato-coffee-and- “pie diet, as practised | 
by the average American, there will be a | 
lessened resistance to external tempera-. 
ture. There is a very great likelihood of | 
cold extremities under the circumstances. | 

- This is due largely to the fact of change | 
of habit from the concentrated foodstuffs | 
to thoBe serving the health in a better 
form. 

The reaction from the sudden change fs 
due more to the breaking of habit—to the 
tact that, under a natural diet, the body | 
depends upon the oxidation processes for 
its physical heat, while ander an unnatural 
diet the highly concentrated food is respon- 
sible for much of the heat stimulation.

Bananas 

Questions about specific items of diet are 
very frequent in both my correspondence 
and in my lectures. Amongst them, one 
most frequently asked is: “Are bananas a 
good, wholesome food?” 

Somehow or other, a prejudice seems to 
exist against them, largely because of their 
liberal starch content. Again, there is also 
a prejudice against starches in general, 
Both are unfounded. 

It is| true that “Care of the Body” is 
opposed to the refined starches-—those 
starches which have been synthesized or 
altered from their natural state. 

Starch, however, is a very vital and nec- 
essary component of man’s diet. Every 
green thing we eat is mostly starch. There 
is more starch in food in general than 
there is in any other food principle with 
the exception of water. 

The prejudice against natural starches is

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GOVERNMENT 


By MARK L. REQUA 


HERE has been, perhaps, no More e=x- 
haustive examination of the subject of 
private vs. public ownership than is con- 
tained in the report of the National Civic 
Federation, dealing with the operation of the 
public utilities of the United States and 
Great Britain. Organized in 1905, this com- 
mittee of twenty-one members was composed 
of some of the most eminent citizens of the 
some of the most eminent citizens of the 
United States. It was divided into three 
groups: the “pros,” the “antis,” and the 
“neutrals.” Until this committee made its 
investigation there had been no really seri- 
ous effort made at an impartial report cov- 
ering the question of private or public opera- 
tion of public utilities. This investigation 
was undertaken tn September, 1905, the 
committee examining the operation of gas, 
electric light, water, power and street rall- 
way companies. The report of the commit- 
tee was published in 1907, and from its 


findings the extracts are pre- 


sented: 


“First, we wish to empliasize the fact 
that the public utilities studied are so con- 
stituted that it is impossible for them to be 
regulated by competition. Therefore, they 
mast be Controlled and regulated by the 
government; or they must be left to do as 
they please; or they must be operated by 
the public. There is no other course. None 
of us ie in favor of leaving them to their 
own will, and the question is whether it is 
better to regulate or to operate .. . 


“Our investigations teach us that no mu- 
nicipal operation is likely to be highly suc- 
cessful that does not provide for (1) An ex- 
ecuiive manager with full responsibility, 
holding his position during good behavior. 
‘2) Exclusion of political influence and 
personal favoritism from the management 
of the undertaking. (3) Separation of the 
finunces of the undertaking from those of 
the rest of the city.”

bais at public utility corporations in the 
expectation of being applauded by the as- 
sembled multitude. Corporation baiting 
has been, and in many places still is, re- 
garded as the surest road to political suc- 
cess. This condition, with its attendant 
corruption, blackmail, graft and de- 
bauchery, became so appalling and unsatis- 
factory that many states created public 
service commissions in sheer defense not 
only of the consuming public from the ra- 
pacity of the corporation, but equally as 
a defense of the corporation against alleged 
Patriots serving their fellow citizens in 
public capacity, but with an eye single to 
Personal profit regardless of the method 
used. It became the duty of these com- 
missions to fix such rates for public service 
corporations as would return adequate com- 
pensation and permit of necessary expan- 
sion. This has been a tremendous step for- 
ward from the old political control that. 
was 80 prolific of graft and corruption. That 
it has not the better succeeded has been tn 
large part due to the refusal of the public 
to select competent men for the positions 
or to accept in good part the decisions ar- 
rived at after expert investigation and ex- 


amination. 


Until the above mentioned fundamentals 
outlinec by the National Civic Federation 
Committee are complied with, until cen- 
tralized responsibility with authority, sepa- 
rated from political influence, is

their war on England, Spain and Holland. 

Gripped by a species of ungovernable hys- 
teria, people cried out’ against him as one 
who ought to be hanged, and cursed the 
President who would not let America plunge 
into the bath of blood. 


Even so, he could have had a third term 
for the taking—beneath surface froth there 
was still sanity and understanding in the 
country—but Washington felt that his re- 
lease had come at last. He knew he had 
builded well, the state stood bedrocked in 
honor and integrity, and now that duty no 
longer called, now that his conscience freed 
him, he turned to Mount Vernon with a 
great gladness, pitifully eager for its peace. 

Abuse followed him, opposition. papers 
announcing a “day of jubilee” that the man 
had gone “who is the source of all the mis- 
fortunes of our country;” that the name of 


‘Washington would no more “give currency 


to political iniquity, and legalized corrup- 
tion;:”* and that the nation wag finally rid of 
a traitor who had “cankered the principle of 
republicanism and jeopardized the very ex- 
istence of public liberty.” He had “de 
bauched the nation” and shown that “the 
mask of patriotism may be worn to conceal 
the foulest designs against the liberties of 
the people.” 

It did not matter, for what were a few 
more insults to one@who had never known 
anything but public service? The woods 
se0on shut out the taunts and screams of an 
ungrateful people, and while the joy of liv- 
ing was killed in him, and the old ardors 
dead, crushed under years of trial and 
heartache, the quiet of the fields was heav- 
enly, and in content, at least, the Father 
of Hig Country waited for the end.

God-iven right, the protection éfforded bP 

the lawe of our nation and our States, aval 
ing themselves to the fullest extent of the 
opportunities for a successful career, spend- 
ing extravagantly of their time and money 
in gratification of théir own pleasures, they 
look upon public service as something to 

be performed by the political hack and con- 
sider their obligation fulfilled with a dona- 
tioh to the campaign fund of as little as 
one-twentieth of one per cent of their an- 
nual income. This is subversive of good 
government. The state should have the 
right and should exercise the right, to 
draft some of these men for public service 
in time of peace just as they draft the 
younger men in time of war. The theory 
that men of brains, of ability, of high moral 
cheracter, are immune to the call of public 
service must be abandoned, and for it there 
must be substituted the realization that 
public service is the highest type of reward, 
the crowning glory ef every successful ca- 
reer. This condition is, however, depend- 
ent upon all classes of citizens, realizing 
the necessity for securing some portion of 
the active years of our ablest citizens to 


- be devoted to public service as repayment 


for the privilege of living under our re- 


@rublican form of government. 


The committee-recognized the danger of 
creating a political oligarchy that would, 
through its organization, control political — 
elections. Again we confront one of the 
serious problems of public ownership and 
operation. If we are to increase the num- 
ber of public servants, if we are to permit 
them political activity, we must face in- 
evitably the possfble consequence of the 
domination of our political elections by 
such organization. The danger has been 
recognized in Great Britain, and J. W. Sul- 
livan, in his able report to the National 
Civic Federation, says: 


“Great Britain's present municipal po- 
litical conditions have brought about a dis- 
cussion of the disfranchisement of munici- 
pal employees. Sir John Ure Primrose, re- 
cent Lord Provost of Glasgow, who pre- 
sided at one of the meetings attended by 
our committee, said on a previous occasion: 
"We have reached a point where we begin — 
to see danger ahead, and this, from what I 
know of your peculiar political system, is 
likely to be more threatening to you than 
to us. This arises out of the building up of 
a great army of municipal employees.’ E. 
O. Smith, town clerk of Birmingham since 
1381, testified before a parliamentary com- 
mittee: ‘I should like to see all corporate 
employees disfranchised.’, Sir Thomas 
Hughes, alderman since 1878, except during 
his ‘tw: terms as mayor, said to the same 
committee: ‘I have known an instan¢e 
where combination was the occasion of a 
very good man being thrown out of his 
position as councilor simply because they 
thought he did not favor the municipal em- 
ployees. I should 
franchisement.’ Mahager Dalrymple, of the * 
Glasgow tramways, through conscientious 
ecruples, does not vote. He favors disfran- 
chising public servants, and does not per 
mit tramway employees to take part in mu- 
nicipal politics beyond voting. Lord Stan 
ley, when postmaster general, tried to have 
Parliament pass a bil] disfranchising post- 
tien. He*failed of re-election, and the ‘or- 
ganized postmen speak of having finished 
his career, unaware that in this boast they 
apprize the lay citizen of the postmen’s 
adbesion to a bureaucracy apart from the 
cOmmunity, with interests of its own.” 

The blunt truth is that we are already ap- | 
proaching a condition in the United States 
where this question must receive public 
consideration. We have leagues of munict- 
palities largely engineered by municipal of- 
fifals, teachers’ associations, policemen’s 
associations, associations of public officials 
of almost every kind, all, perhaps, with in- 
tent of laudable public advancement, but 
certainly intent upon advancing the inter- 
ests of their own groups. 

Such organizations may attempt to over- 
ride the law, as Witness the Boston police 
strike ‘one of the most flagrant exhibitions 
of lawlessness on the part of public officials 
fm our history. Im California there are 
more than 212,000 public servants, and an 
edditional 35,000 servante of the national 
government, a group approximating 250,000 
in a population 6f some four million—one 
in every sixteen; a ratio somewhat above 
the average for the entire United States. . 
This may be compared with ‘the ratio of 
ham Lincoln.

Yet later he wrote his wife. “Tt was utter- 
ly out of my power to refuse this appoint- 
ment without exposing my character to such 
censure as would have reflected dishonor.”

Setting himself to the 
task with the greatness that men divined, 
he made himself over so completely that on- 
ly three times thereafter did the real Wash- 
ington break through the disciplin+ his tron 
will imposed.

Let us lie down on the 
lawn and listen; for this 
is Lucretius, the greatest 
poet and the greatest 
philosopher of Rome; and 
what he reads is “the 
most marvelous perform- 
ance in all antique litera- 
ture,” the “De Rerum 
Natura,” or poetical essay 
“On the Nature of 
Things.” He is reading 
an apostrophe to Love as 
the source of all life and 
all creation: 

“Thou, O Venus, 
art sole mistrets of 
the nature of things, 
and .without thee 
nothing rises up into 
the divine realms ot 


the seas, and the 
rushing rivers, and 
the leafy nests of the 
birds, and the plains 
of the bending grass, 
thou strikest’ alii 
breasts with love, and 
drivest each after its 
kind to continue its 


soon as the spring 
shines upon the day, 
the wild herd bound 
over the happy 
tures, and swim the 
rapid streams, each 
imprisoned by thy 
charms, and following 
thee with desire.” 


He is a strange man, 
this Lucretius, obviously 
nervous and unstable; 
story has it that a love- 
philtre poisoned him, and 
left him subject to fits of 
insanity. He is all sensi- 
tivity, all pride wounded 
by every prick of circum- 
stance; a man born for 
peace forced to live in 
the midst of alarms, in a 
_country ravaged by civil 
war, a man with the 
make-up of a mystic and 
@ saint, and hardening himself into a ma- 
terialist and an atheist; a lonely soul driven 
into solitude by his shyness, and yet pining 
for companionship and affection. He begs the 
Goddess of Love to seduce Mars from fur- 
ther strife: “Cause meanwhile the savage 
worker of war be lulled to rest throughout 
all: seas and jands, for thou canst bless 
mankind with calm peace, seeing that Mars, 
Lord of Battle, often flings himself into thy 
lap quite vanquished by Love's unhealing 
wound.” 


But it is not politics so much as religion 
that concerns him; he would be glad to res- 
cue Italy from the wars of Porfipey and Cae- 
sar, but rather he longs to rescue the soul 


from fear of the othef world. For already 
the Oriental backwash that has filled pagan 
Greece with the gloomy cult of fearful gods 
(mirrors of eastern monarchs in their thirst 
for praise and blood) has reached Italian 
shores; the hope of heaven has come to 
console, and the fear of bell has come 
terrify, a people suffering the chains of 
slavery or the destitution of civil strife. 
Those who have shed these faiths idealize 
them in memory, and mourn the loss of 
their consolations; they forget that one 
hand brought heaven while the otner of- 

logy 


fered hell, and that the same myt

which soothed with hope darkened the soul 
with fear. Surely this horror of some evil 
other world has crept into the secret heart 
of Lucretius; he longs to shake it off, at 
whatever cost. | 


“This terror and darkness of mind 
must be dispelled ... by the as- 
pect and law of nature .. . where- 
fore we must well grasp the principle 
by which the courses of the sun and 
moon go on, the force by which every- 
thing on earth proceeds; but above all 
we must find out by keen reasoning 
what the soul and the mind consist of, 
and what thing it is which meets us 
when awake, and frightens our minds 
if we are under the influence of dis- 
ease, and meets us and frightens us too 
when we are buried in sleep, so that 
we seem to see and hear speaking to us, 
face to face, them that are dead, whose 
bones are held in the earth’s embrace.” 


So he looks about him for a system of 


thought that will rid man of fear for the 


hereafter; as others long for supernatural 
consolation and assurance, so Lucretius 
longs for a naturalistic philosophy, a world 
without ghosts to hover over the head of 
man. And he believes that Epicurus, three 
bundred years before, gave such a healing 


philosophy to mankind; and since Epicurus 
did not disdain to borrow from Democritus, 
Lucretius will be content to mold his 
thought gpon that of Epicurus, to oe he 
makes obeisance reverently: 


“Not trom myself, poor souls with fear out- 


Not from myself I have it, but from one 
At whos approach the lamps of all the 


wise 
Pade afd go out ike state before the sun.” 


So he will expound and adapt Epicurus; 
“for soon a@s thy philosophy proclaims the 
nature of things, the terrors of the mind 
are dispelled, the walls of the dark part 
asunder, and I see things in operation 
throughout space.” It is a great subject, 
embracing all tiie world of science and re- 
ligion in its web; he feels timidly bold in 
attempting it, and yet his blood tingles with 
fieult a theme. 


“Sweet love of the Muses, with which 
now inspired I traverse in flowering 
thonght pathless haunts never yet trod- 
den by the foot of man! I love to ap- 
proach the untasted springs and to 
quaff, I love to cull fresh flowers and 
gather for my head a distinguished 
crown from spots whence the Muses 
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have yet velled the 

brows of mone; first 

because I teach of

Yes, it is pleasant 
honey, solid. and rich, 
and as we sip we forgive 


the genius that distilled 
it. This Latin of these 
lines is rude yet; a gen- 
eration must pass be- 
fore the language of the 
Romans will be polished 
into rhythm and refine- 
ment by Cicero's vain 
and careful pen; but the 
feminine grace of the 
great orafor yields to 
these masculine h2xam- 
eters, these picturesque 
unwonted adjectives, 
these stately verbs and 
sonorous’ - substantives. 
And beneath the honey 
of the verse lies one of 
the profound and imper- 
fect philosophies of all 
time; as we listen we 
are transported into the 
garden of Epicurus, and 
hear the laughter of 
Democ and feel 
oursel in the com- 
pany of the Epicurean 
gods.

Lucretius tells us; . but 
they .are too courteous 
. to interfere with the 
World or man; they sit 
in idle grace ard care- 
less happiness in some 
airy realm afar, an: are 
content to see the unt 
verse as an esthetic 
spectacle, without steck- 
ing to subject it to their 
whims. And besides, 
how 
rect so vast'and intricate 
a world? “Who can guile 
the sun, who can hold in 
his hands, with c.ontroll- 
ing force, the strong 
‘reins of the immeasur- 
able deep? Who can at 
once make all the diverse heavens to roll, 
and warm with ethereal fires all the fruit- 


ful earths, or be present everywhere al- 


ways, to bring ‘darkness with clouds and 
shake with noise the serene expanse of 


’ heaven, to hurl the lightning and at times 


strike down his own temples?” 


No, it is a world without creation and 
without design; the cause of every event is 
inherent in the nature of things; and noth- 
ing more is needed for the explanation of 
the world than these “three eternal things— 
atoms and space and law.” Matter is eter- 
nal and indestructible; “Things cannot be 
born from nothing and cannot be brought 
back to nothing.” And yet there is also a 
“vold,” or space; for if there were not, how 
could things move? “Voices pass through 
walls end fly through shut houses; and the 
stiffening frost pierces to the bones. If 
there are no void parts, by what way could 
these bodies pass? When a thing is as 
large as another, but lighter, surely it is be- 
cause it has more void in it.” Matter, then, 
consists of atoms vibrating in the nooks 
and crannies of the “void;” and this rest- 
less (“Brownian”) movement pure on in 
everything forever,

This is the most up-to-date astronomy; it 
is the sort of cosmogony that will plunge 
Anatole France and Henry Adams into a 
‘polite despair. But Lucretius goes on un- 
dismayed to explain the birth of systems 
by the fortuitous concourse of atoms; the 
recurrent denudation of the soil and its 
recreation from the depths of the ocean in 
the eternal war between continent and sea; 
the phenomena of rain and rainbow, or 
thunder and lightning, of earthquakes and 
storms. Here in this marvelous poem are 
astronomy*and geology, physics and chem- 
istry, biology and psychology, iology and 
history, religion and ethics; everything is 
here. | 


And as among the stars, so among Tliving 
beings, all things die, and nothing dies; 
everywhere the strange resilieice and per- 
sisteney of life makes fresher and younger 
forms to balance the death of the old; Love 
reproduces life and renews the face of the 
earth. Individually we miss immortality, 
but collectively we are deathless; we are 
cells that fall from the body of life, that 
more vigorous and vital cells may take our 
place. And at the grave of the old, who 
have lived out their years and quietly re- 
turn to the sheltering peace of the earth, 
rosy-cheeked children stand and sapling 
youths, ready to carry on the ceaseless ad- 
venture of life. |

Genuine conceit, real vanity, is often 
infinitely kinder and more gracious than 
this spurious brand of braggadocio. Really 
vain people feel a sense of “noblesse 
oblige,” that those in high rank and place 
have obligations to the world and their 
fellows. Some comfortable instinct warns 
them that they can afford to be gracious, 
that amiable condescension becomes their 
charms. 

We fondly believe that an inferiority 
complex is subnormal, But a dash of it 
is very normal indeed. The vast majority 
of us Lave a dash of it in some realm or an- 
other. Such a lot of conditions in our 
childhood can give us an inferiority com- 
plex. A club-foot, a deaf ear, a withered 
erm, @ marked face, ugly teeth are the 
most obvious sort of a cause. Many 
psychologists ascribe. the World War to 
the Kaiser's withered arm—and his agon- 
ized subcenscious struggle to be miglity 
and superior In spite of it. 

But this sort of an inferiority complex 
can elso prove a marvelous urge to achieve- 
ment, a driving inspiration to ambition. 
Which is why poor boys who have had a 
hard poverty-stricken unkind childhood full 
ef rebuffs so often rise to great achieve- 
ment, where the protected sons of the rich 
tail to make any notable success. 


Our form of upbringing plays an impor- 
tant part in our complexes. A child who is 
being continually snubbed and chided is 
sure to lose self-confidence—a soupcon of 
praise now and then is very mercifal, and 
highly valuable to our characters if we 
have deserved it. Many an inferjority com- 


. plex can be melted away with a little ju- 
- d@dicious praise. One sees the dears warm
